ICE ENGINEERING 
SUBJECTS TALK 

Dr. Barnes Addressed Interest- 
ed Audience Yesterday 

"The foundation upon which lec en- 
gineering rests," was the subject doalt 
with by Dr. Howard Barnes In a lec- 
ture on Ice engineering in the Physics 
building yesterduy afternoon. 

Early as 1880 It was proved that Ici 
was present In water at all times tem- 
peratures. Large group molecules call- 
ed trlhydrol or (HO), form the real ice 
molecular aggregates. Tho proportions 
of trlhydrol In water aro from 17% at 
lhc boiling point, lo 37% at freezing 
point. S'nco about l-il of Iho water at 
freezing point is already Ice, Unis the 
lowering of the temperature starts a 
process of coagulation which produces 
lhc visible sol i«l (Frazil) In large quan- 
tities. This Frazil Is deposited on ob- 
jects In the water nnd forming layers 
or Anchor lee. This leo forms very 
quickly. Lost winter llto Ice completely 
froze up Ihe Detroit water works in- 
let, In splto of Iho fact that Iho Inlet, 
was protected by a revolv'ng screen. 

Dr. Haines threw somo slides on -lie 
screen showing Ice crystals and Ice 
formations. Homo interesting slides 
showed the action of the sun on fogs, 
and ten formed on the. bottom of the 
rivers. 

Tho lecturer tried to show by ids 
work lhal heat is I tin only etfec'ant 
method of Healing Iho lec quctl'cii. 
Last winter Ihe publie took q gr;nt 
Interest In Dr. Haines work vvll'i (her- 
mit on Ihe St. Lawrence uml hi the 
Htnles.
